That was the date Belle Glade, 
as well as every other community 
water supplier in the United 
States to start meeting.the 
standards set several years ago by 
the Safe Drinking Water Act. 

And that was the date water 
suppliers not meeting those stand- 
ards had to start informing the 
public they weren't getting good 
water to drink. 

Belle Glade Public Utilities 
Director Ron Sigmon said city 
residents didn't hear anything

The water is tested on a variety 
of schedules, with checks ranging 
from every day to once every three 
years. 

Sigmon said the tnost frequent 
test is for turbidity, or cloudiness, 
and since the city's water treat- 
ment plant's filters were replaced, 
and sand which had been allowed 
to. enter the lines was flushed 
out, there was no problem there. 

The next most frequent test, he 
said, is for fecal coliform, the 
bacteria which can contaminate a 
water supply and cause the spread 
of such diseases as typhoid, 
cholera, dysentary and hepatitis. 

That test is performed on a 
schedule based on the population 
served by the water. treatment 
plant and Sigmon said he consid- 
ered making the test 25 times a 
month as is called for in a city of 
15,000.

“we decided to go with the next 
highest schedule of 29 times a 
month, which would be enough for 
a city of 25,000. 

Sigmon said the city won't have 
to make tests on inorganic chem- 
icals, such as arsenic, cadmium, 
lead, mercury, chromium, fluoride, 
barium, silver and selenium for 
another year. 

After that, he said radioactive 
tests must be made every two 
years for beta waves and every 
three years for alpha waves. 

Three year checks are ‘also 
required for organic chemicals, 
which include fertilizér and pesti- 
cides. 

Sigmon said the city is making 


all the checks except the fecal 
coliforms, which are checked by 
the Palm Beach Coünty Health 
Department. \ 

Sigmon said, however, hat any 
time the tests reveal pollution 
above the tolerances set by the 
EPA, the city must take a public 
notice, such as over television, 
radio or in a newspaper, "and I 
hope that never happens." 


Sigmon said there is a strohg 
possibility the state could take 
over enforcement of the program 
from the EPA and while the 
standards could be changed, it 
could only be to make them 
stricter.

SOUTH BAY-Three women, one 
child and a man were stranded 
overnight in the open sawgrass 
about 23 miles south of here off 
US27 when their airboat broke 
down during a July Fourth outing.

BELLE GLADE--A group of city merchants, disgruntled at a 
'-ecision to stop the deposit escort service by the Belle Glade 
Police Department, are planning to make a formal protest and 
nt a petition asking for a continuation of the service at 
he regular commission meeting Monday night.

Room, said. ''The only thing we ask them to do is sometimes 
„to come out at closing time while we go to our cars.” 

Deputy Police Chief Bill Mathis said the escort service, 
which has been provided for several years to local merchants, 
provides some 33 local merchants with an armed escort while 
they travel to the banks in town to make deposits. 

"We answer about 123 calls a week," Mathis said, 
*'sometimes two or three calls a day on weekends.for the 
same owner.'" 

He said in many cases the escort includes a ride to the bank 
in the police car rather than have police cruiser follow the 


person making the deposit. 

Mathis made it clear he wasn't advocating continuing or 
stopping the service but noted that when one of the five patrol 
cars on a given shift is detached to escort a merchant to the 
bank, that decreases the number of cars on patrol by 20 
percent. 

"About 90 percent of our work is preventive," he said, 
"and there are two ways of looking at this. You don't know. 
how much control you lose by taking the car off patrol but you 
don't know either how many robberies you might have

Throughout the Glades, there is 

` much'of historical value that is 

interesting and useful. More and 

more people are joining such 

organisations as the Glades Histor- 

ical Society and the Calusa Valley 
Historical Society.

However, Frog didn't tell the 
story I'm about to relate. 


Bones was a practical joker. But 
the greatest practical joke he ever 
pulled was this. 


A Yankee came down fromthe 
cold northland one year to escape 
the winter and decided he would 
take up the romantic life of a 
cowboy in the early 30's. 

So he rode with Bones and crew 
for at least a month before the 
physical efforts, mosquitoes, and 
subtropical diseases finally. caught 
up with him. Yankees aren't made 
for the Glades and he soon passed 
on to his reward. 

Come to find out, the Yankee 
was the son of a rich New England 
family. Said family was very much 
distressed to find out their son had 
been buried without fanfare in the 
muck of South Florida. 

So they sent a representativé to 
disinter the body and bring it back 
to the rocky soil from which it had 
sprung. The representative was 

. sent almost immediatelly to Bones, 
who had.supervised the burial. 


Bones snowed the fellow the site 
of burial and a number of men 
were hired at very handsome 
wages to dig the body up and load 
it aboard a train for shipment 
north.

Glades homeowners can look with more than a little gratifi- 
cation and perhaps a sigh of relief on a recent study which 
rewrote the flood prone areas in Western Palm Beach County. 

A U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development 
report in 1974 indicated a sizable portion of Belle Glade, 
Pahokee and South Bay, including the Belle Glade Country 
Club area and the banks of all the area canals were subject to 
flooding during heavy rainfalls or hurricanes. 

Because of those findings, the three city governments in 
the area applied for and were granted membership status in 
the first, or emergency, phase of the national flood insurance 
program, which allowed homeowners and businessmen to get 
flood insurance at subsidized rates while subjecting the cities 
to the requirement of adapting the city building codes to fed- 
eral requirements. 

The alternate facing the local governments was an effective 
moratorium on building in the area because no federal loans 
or grants would be made where the flood insurance wasn't 
available. ^ 

But when the study was made fecently by Tetra Tech, Inc., 
the only flood prone areas in Western Palm Beach Coudty 
were found to be on the lake side of the Herbert Hoover Dike, 
according to a public hearing held by HUD and Tetra Tech of- 
ficials in Belle Glade on Thursday and in Pahokee on Friday. 

As was pointed out at the two meetings,-this doesn’t mean 
all the land in the three towns will never be flooded at some

time or other Standing water can and very likely will reach a 
depth of a foot or more in some places at various umes in the 
ture. 

But normal building precautions are expected to be able to 
handle any flood problems in the Glades. 

The policy makers in the three cities and at the county level 
are to be commended for qualifying area homeowners for fed- 
eral flood insurance following the iritial report but it’s more 
encouraging to know the odds against heavy flooding in the 
Glades are so high. 


Bootleggers'return 


Well, they did it. They actually raised the taxes enough to 
legitimize bootlegging of cigarettes into the state. 

With the tax on butts as high as any other state in the land, 
and only New York City topping us, Floridians can now hold 
their heads as high as anyone when they roll across the St. 
Mary’s River with several cartons, or cases, of butts in their 
trunks. 

And some guy up in Tallahassee has gone so far as to 
recommend (well, he did say they could do it) that tourists 
passing through North Carolina could even pay for their vaca- 
tion by hauling cancer sticks back across the state line. 

According to him, and we have little reason to doubt the 
experts, a person in ‘an average sized car can bring back 
tailor-mades to make about $2,000-clear profit. 

. And if that won't pay for a two-week vacation, the buttleg- 
ger has some fine tastes. 

But smokers aren’t the only ones faced wit! challenge 
of paying or finding how to circumvent the st taxes in 
the United States on their particular vice. They/can also be 
joined by drinkers, who'll either pay an extra 20 cents for a 
fifth of liquor or buying it bootleg. 

The 95 cents state excise tax, combined with state sales tax 
and federal excise tax, means that when the package stores 
hold the kind of sales some of them are rioted for, a fifth of gin 
will cost the purchaser 69 cents while he actually pays $4.40 
for the bottle. 

And 85 percent tax on an item has got to mean a pretty 
good markup for the state and federal governments...when 
they get it. 

Smokers and drinkers probably wouldn't feel so bad about 
paying the freight but our lawmakers didn't even have the 
fortitude to go through with the governor's plan to help things 
out by putting an excise tax on soft drinks, an item that's as 


. clearly luxury as liquor or cigarettes. 


As Bill James pointed out after talking to the Belle Glade 
Rotary Club last week, too many legislators felt taxing soft 
drinks is too much like taxing children but the fact remains 
the soft drink industry has been in a prvileged position for too 
long now. s 


. » From the time about 20 years ago, when a Coke cost a 


nickel and beer cost at least five times that amount, the soft 
drink industry has managed to raise its. prices until it’s drawn 
even with the nation’s brewers. 

The last big price jump was when a.12.ounce can of soda 
pop began costi cents when bought from a machine, 
with the industry claiming the increase was needed to keep up 
with the spiralling price of sugar. 

That argument lost some of its effectiveness, however, 
when one noticed the price increase also covered diet drinks 
which contain no sugar, and lost even more of its punch when 
the prite of sugar leveled off and started dropping with no 
noticeable drop in the price of a-can of soda. 2 

The only consolation for Florida's tax-gypped smokers and 
drinkers may come if and when state revenues on cigarettes 
and liquor start falling off in spite of the increased tax and 
revenue agents fail to make a dent in bootleggers crossing the 
state line. : i 

Just possibly, that could be the point the state legislature 
begins to realize the need for more equitahle taxes, with an 
extra levy placed on sott drinks and luxury tems, such 
as other forms of tobacco, chewing gum and.candy. 

But considering the state’s track record, relief isn’t very 
likely even then.

already spent 82 percent of the 
year’s budget and collected 74.9 
percent. Grigsby said the figure 
at this time should by 70.8 percent 
for revenues and expenses. 

The problem,.he went on, is 
ELO n 
generi ve alre; n 
collected, with very little left but 
the expenses will go right on. 

The two, bright spots in 
Grigsby's re; were the Water 
and Fire Departments. The 
Water Department is reported 
ahead, on collections. and under 
where it should be on expenses. 
The Fire . Department “has no 
revenue but is still well within 
its budget for the year. 

Those two were more than 
offset, however, by thé Streets 
and Parks Departments, which 
has already spent 112.6 percent of 
its budget for the entire year with 
4.5 months to go, and the Police 
Department, behind: on anticipa- 
ted revenues by $7,831 and ahead 
on expenses by $9,922. 

City Utilities Director Lomax 
Harrelle said the basic reason for 
the cost overrun inthe streets and 
Parks Department was that a 
number of vehicles had. been 
allowed to deteriorate to the point 
they had to be replaced. 

“The city didnt have a pickup 
truck at the beginning of the fiscal 
year,” Grigsby agreed. “Lomax 
was driving his own.” 

Harrelle and Grigsby pointed 
out that there were $131,269 in 
unexpected expenditures this past 
year, including buying five trucks, 
a.tractor, two mowers and a 
maintenance shop, and a $45,000 
maintenance bill at the water 


plant. 

Grigsby said the situation has 
improved however, and the fund 
equity (the city's net worth) has 
improved over last year by 
$40,000. 

To be successful, Grigsby said 
the city commission n a man 
combining financial and manage- 
ment abilities, whatever his title, to 
operate the city as a business. 

The commissioners had few 
questions after Grigsby completed 
his presentation but in another 
area, Commissioner Jay Smith 
commented he had made at least 
one mistake at the beginning of 
the year by not backing the move 
of Mayor Don Tanner and 
Commissioner Billy Wells in hiring

Flood hearing is 
gocd news for Glades 


BELLE GLADE-Glades home- 
owners and would-be builders had 
some good news last week when a 
federal official announced the only 
flood prone area in Belle Glade was 
on the lake side of Herbert Hoover 
Dike, contrary to an earlier report. 

The news came as the result of a 


club and along the banks of the 
major canals in the area. 

Tetra Tech representative Jim 
Nelson said there was no indication 
from the study that the country 
club was flood prone and the canals 
aren't considered fíood prone be- 
cause they normally contain water 
and the banks are high enough to 
contain water rising from flooding

never be water standing in the 
Glades but what it does mean i« 
that normal building procedures 
should be enough to cope with it. 

Cassell said the study initiates

phase. 

During the emergency phase, 
anyone wishin; ng to finance a new 
building would have had to buy 

insurance at the rate subsi- 
dized of 25 cents per hundred 
dollars coverage for residences and 
75 cents per hundred dollars for 
commerical. buildings up to a 
maximum of $35,000 for homes and 
$100,000 for businesses.

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Florida farm receipts are down 


$107 from last year's figures 


ORLANDO, FLORIDA--A June re- 
port from the USDA Economic Re- 
search Service reveals that Florida 
farmers are behind $107.2 million 


3 dollars in cash receipts from mar- 


keting compared to the first quarter 
of 1976. January through March 
1976 statistics showed farmers’ 
cash receipts from marketing at 
$889.0 million. This year for the 
same period the amount reported 
was $781.8, down $107.2 million 
from last year. This represents a 12 
percent decrease in cash receipts fo 
for Florida farmers. 

The U.S. total was $21,806.1 mil- 
lion, which had increased $490 mil- 
lion since last year. The average in- 
crease per state came to $436.1 mil- 
lion for the first quarter. Florida's 
$78.8 placed our state in 9th place 
behind Illinois, Texas, California, 
Nebraska, Indiana, Minnesota and 
Kansas. 

The biggest gainers:in cash re- 
ceipts from marketing were Illinois 
(+ $298M), Texas (+ $202 M), 
Towa (+ $187 M), Indiana (+ 166 


M), and Ohio (+ 116 M). The big- 
gest losers were North Dakota (- 
$117 M), Kansas (- $111 M), and 
Florida (- $107 M). 

The news did not surprise Florida 
grower members of the Agribusi- 
ness Institute, who have been see- 
ing red ink all season. The freeze, 
the drought, unfair foreign compe- 
tition, rising production costs, and 
inflation have plagued farmers for 
months. 

While growers and agribusiness 
related representatives indicated 
too much government as their main 
problem - energy - costs, inflation, 
and the shrinking profit margins 
give them considerable worry. 

Florida vegetable and citrus 
farmers battled the freeze, faced 
the toughest competition ever from 
foreign imports and saw their farm 
production costs jump. 

“Higher energy costs, price in- 
creases in feed and supplies, higher 
interest rates, and increased ex- 
penses for labor are cutting into the 
farmer's profits," said Ernest 


Cowen, Exécutive Director of the 
270-member organization. 

“Our members are suffering as 
is the entire industry,'' Cowan said. 
"'Some are withdrawing from their 
savings in order to meet expenses. 
They hope they can hold out for 
better times and we think the public 
should realize this.''" " 

Institute Secretary, Jerry Chi- 
cone, Jr., an Orlando Citrus grower 
is one who thinks the problem is ex- 
tremely serious. Chicone said, 
"'Farmers operate under the laws of 
supply and demand. They can't 
pass their production costs on to the 
consumer as the middleman does. 
When there is no money to be made 
in food production, farmers quit. 
When one quits, we all suffer 
because there is no one waiting 
there to take his place. We lose en- 
vironmentally as well as in food 
production. The land usually be- 
comes paved with highways and 
housing developments.” 

The Institute is a non-profit in- 
formation and public relations 
organization serving Florida agri- 
culture. Its membership includes 
food and fiber producers as well as 
those related agribusiness organi- 
zations who provide supplies and 
services.
